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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled.to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ohyaba 
etal. 

Ohyaba et al discloses the use of a butterfly damper for a speaker comprising an 
inner circumferential frame; an outer circumferential frame wherein: the arm ' 
members (claims 3 and 4) have a race track shaped cross section and a curved 
surface(claims 1 and 2) (see figure 2). ). Ohyaba et al further discloses the use 
of a resin integrally molded damper (column 3, lines 57-63)(claim 5) and 
injection molded resin (column 3, lines 63-68) (claims 6-8). Ohyaba et al also 
discloses a damper having opposite end surfaces and an inner peripheral 
surface, said inner peripheral surface being connected to the opposite end 
surfaces to form opposite connecting edge portions (claims 9 and 10); and at 
least one arm member (42) having one end connected to the outer 
circumferential frame and an other end connected to the inner circumferential 
frame, wherein: the one end of arm members(42) (claim 4) with a curved surface 
(claim 2) that is connected to a portion of the inner peripheral surface of the 
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outer circumferential frame, the portion excluding the opposite connecting edge 
portions (see figure 2) (claims 11-16).
